The Army Corp s of Engineers say s work 
cou ld begin this su mmer. 
After more than 10 y ears of p rod d ing by 
local gov ernmental officials inclu d ing 
Rep . Hamilton Fish Jr., R-25th Dist., and 
May or Francis R. Koenig, the corp s an­ 
nou nced the d ate of Au g. 16 has been set 
as the d ead line for filing of any criticisms 
or p rotests abou t the p roject. 
Bu t while Koenig believ es it is im­ 
p erativ e the p roject be started this y ear, 
citing the hav oc created in Febru ary by 
two d ay s of thaw and rain along the flood 
p lain. Legislator Richard D. Nace, R- 
Dist.5, will once again p rotest the p lan 
u nless the Town of Ulster is inclu d ed in 
the p roject. 
The 6 2 million flood control p roject, 
au thorized u nd er the Flood Control Act, 
calls for 1,56 5 feet of lev ees and 9 10 feet 
of walls along the sou th bank of the 
Esop u s Creek. 
The p rincip le cau se of the flood ing is 
the inability of the ex isting channel to 
carry the rain and snow ru noff at all 
times. 
The flood area consists of abou t 6 0 acres 


ex tend ing from Rou te 28, Washington 
Av enu e, east to Chand ler Driv e and from 
the Penn Central Railroad to Esop u s 
Creek. 
Accord ing to the corp s, the one-sid ed 
d ike p roject wou ld increase the water 
lev el on the Town of Ulster sid e of the 
creek by two inches, consid ered by fed eral 
officials to be an insignificant amou nt. 
Bu t Nace d isagrees, feeling the increase 
cou ld mean d isaster to p rop erties on the 
west sid e of the creek. 
Nace secu red abou t 50 p etitions last 
March from Ulster resid ents who want 
the town to be inclu d ed in the p roject. 
The corp s believ es the objection inv alid 
since is the corp s p olicy to solv e flood 
p roblems in one location at a time, 
accord ing to Samu el T. Tosi, chief of the 
Riv er Basin Section.

To mbsto ne Find Puts 
McNeils in Spo tlig ht 


TIVOLI — Thru st into the national 
sp otlight by a Thomas Paine tombstone, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack F. McNeil are now 
beset by tramp led grass, secu rity worries 
and a sore throat from talking to re­ 
p orters. 
From abou t the time the Su nd ay Free­ 
man hit the street with a story abou t the 
ap p arently 16 7 -y ear-old tombstone the 
McNeils u nearthed Satu rd ay while d ig­ 
ging a sep tic By stem in the back y ard , 
their p hone has been bu sy . 
“It started ringing Su nd ay afternoon, 
was bu sy u ntil 11 o’clock Su nd ay night, 
then started u p again at 7 this morning. 
I’m getting a sore throat," said Mrs. 
McNeil, a school bu s d riv er who was 
su p p osed to be enjoy ing a v acation this 
week. 
Her hu sband , a heav y eq u ip ment op er­ 
ator for the state, d id manage to go to 
work this morning, bu t he wasn’t able to 
relax mu ch Su nd ay in the onslau ght of 
newsp ap er and broad cast rep orters, some 
calling from as far away as California. 
Sometime tod ay , an ex p ert historian, 
the d irector of the Yestery ear Mu seu m in 
Morristown, N.J., will arriv e at the 
McNeils’ fou r-acre sp read to try to check 
the au thenticity of the stone bearing the 
name of America’s most famou s Rev olu ­ 
tionary War p amp hleteer. 


One sid e of the sev en-foot-long marble 
monu ment is inscribed with Paine’s 
name, birth d ate and p lace, and the ex act 
d ay of his d eath in New York in 1809 . 
Howev er, the other sid e is d ed icated to 
John C. Lasher, who d ied 6 8 y ears later. 
Althou gh many new q u estions now 
mu st be answered , Paine’s bu rial p lace 
has been a my stery ev er since 18 19 when 
his bod y rep orted ly was lost while being 
mov ed from his New Rochelle farm to his 
nativ e England . 
“When we bru shed off the d irt and 1 
read the name, I said , ‘Oh no, not THE 
Thomas Paine.’ Bu t my d au ghter got ou t 
the ency clop ed ia , and all the d ates 
matched ,” Mrs. McNeil said . 
After the d iscov ery , the McNeils cor­ 
d oned off the stone with their family 
v ehicles and sev eral of their German 
shep herd d ogs. The family slep t fitfu lly 
Su nd ay night, half ex p ecting to be awak­ 
ened by the d ogs barking at intru d ers. 
“The man from the mu seu m said he has 
the only knoq jp monu ment bf Thomas 
Paine in the world , and he ad v ised u s to 
lock ou rs u p . Oh boy ," Mrs. McNeil 
sighed . 
She and her hu sband are "withhold ing 
ju d gment" on what they will d o if the 
stone is fou nd to be au thentic — and 
therefore p riceless.

Cap tain Robert Priest of the arson 
inv estigation u nit say s that p atterns in 
the scorching of the floor of the bu ild ing 
ind icate the p resence of an incend iary 
liq u id . The liq u id collects in the low sp ots 
on |he .ffloor, and as a resu lt these areas 


are scorched more d eep ly . Samp les of the 
flooring hav e been analy zed , bu t tests 
hav e p rov ed inconclu siv e as to the ty p e 
of liq u id u sed . 
Priest said q u estioning of the workmen 
inv olv ed in the renov ation of the historic 
hou se hav e shown that it is u nlikely the 
fire was set accid entally and that there 
was no satisfactory ex p lanation for the 
p resence of the incend iary liq u id — ex ­ 
cep t arson. 
City d etectiv es say their inv estigation 
of the blaze will continu e. 


Gro up Wa nts to Buy Ca tskill Line 
Ra ilro a d Co uld Be Sa ved 


KINGSTON — The latest strategy to 
sav e the p ictu resq u e Catskill Mou ntain 
Branch Railroad is to “bu y it by d efau lt" 
and ru n it locally after fed eral su bsid ies 
ru n ou t nex t month. 
“In a way , I'm glad to see this coming 
to a head becau se I’m op p osed to the 
p resent sy stem of su bsid ized op eration," 
said Earl Pard ini, p resid ent of Catskill 
M ou nta in T r a ns p o rta tio n C orp . 
(CMTC), a grou p try ing for the p ast three 
y ears to rescu e the 8 3-mile line from 
Kingston to Bloomv ille. 
With a local, non-u nion crew, more 
efficient management and increased tou r­ 
ist trad e, there is a “v ery d efinite p ossi­ 
bility " the line can su rv iv e, Pard ini said . 
Penn Central Railroad now op erates the 
branch with the help of a $404,421 fed eral 
su bsid y , bu t that money ru ns ou t Au g. 31. 
State transp ortation au thorities last week 
annou nced they won’t recommend p u t­ 
ting more su bsid ies into the line. 
"When op erations cease or sometime 
v ery shortly after that, Penn Central is 
going to hav e to sell that branch. I think 
we can bu y it by d efau lt," Pard ini said . 
"One thing is su re. Nobod y else is going 
to be arou nd to bu y it.” 
Disap p ointed that the state seems to be 
bowing ou t of the p ictu re, Pard ini held 
Penn Central chiefly resp onsible for what 
he called a su bsid y "rip off.” 


With crews imp orted from as far away 
as New Jersey , with u nion “feather­ 
bed d ing" 
on 
rep air 
jobs 
and 
with 
ap athetic management, the line’s op era­ 
tion has been “intentionally d ep leted to 
a d isgu sting lev el,” Pard ini said . 
At one time, CMTC had informally 
negotiated the bu y ing p rice of the line 
d own to $8 50,000, bu t then the fed eral 
Conrail (consolid ated railroad ) sy stem 


was institu ted , the Catskill branch was 
shu ffled ou t, and Penn Central p u t a $5 
million p rice tag on it, a mov e Pard ini 
saw as a d esp eration attem p t to recou p 
heav y losses. 
For tax p u rp oses in the towns throu gh 
which it ru ns, the line is v alu ed some­ 
where arou nd $2.5 million. 
Althou gh the line last y ear ran 575 
carload s, mostly one-way freight feed 
hau ls to d airy farmers, CMTC at one time 
had signed commitments from agricu ltu r­ 
al and other u sers that wou ld hav e 
p u shed the annu al traffic u p to 1,7 00 
carload s a y ear. 
Also at one time, there were p romises 
of fed eral “d iscretionary ” fu nd s to match 
any local or state p led ges to bu oy u p the 
line, bu t the state now has said that the 
d isc re tiona ry fu nd p lan has been 
scrap p ed on the fed eral lev al. 
“It’s all crazy ," Pard ini said . “It’s all a 
m atter of whose hand y ou shake in Wash­ 
ington. It makes me sick." 
Althou gh there are fed eral su bsid ies 
av ailable for rail lines with social and 
env ironmental imp ortance, the Catskill 
branch hasn’t been p u t in that category 
by fed eral and state au thorities, a d e­ 
cision that Pard ini d isp u tes. 
Althou gh the line weav es within y ard s 
of heav ily trav eled Rt. 28, the Catskill 
railroad p assenger gets a "v ery serene, 
beau tifu l feeling that y ou d on’t get any 
other p lace. It’s like taking a jou rney into 
the p ast." Pard ini said . 
With a su rp lu s locomotiv e or two, with 
ad d itional freight cu stomers like timber 
ind u stries need ing low-cost transp orta­ 
tion of bu lk wood chip s, and with ex tra 
tou rist bu siness, p ossibly weekend ex ­ 
cu rsions from New York Cfly , the Catskill 
Mou ntain Branch cou ld be a v iable op er­ 
ation, Pard ini said .

WASHINGTON - Do we hav e an in - 
tern ation al v ersion of the New York City 
defau lt situ ation in the makin g ? 
The poorest cou n tries, the n on -oil ex ­ 
portin g n ation s of the Third World, are 
$100 billion in debt with mu ch of it 
comin g du e between n ow an d 198 0. In ­ 
terest 
an d 
repay men t 
on 
prin ciple 
amou n ts to 15 percen t of all the mon ey 
the cou n tries earn from their ex ports. 
They mig ht be able to han dle su ch steep 
pay men ts ex cept that n ot on ly the oil 
they bu y bu t the man u factu red g oods an d 
food they import hav e ju mped in price 
while the raw material commodities they 
ex port hav e collapsed in v alu e. 
You aren ’t bein g set u p here for a 
bleedin g heart pitch to g iv e more mon ey 
to the lazy n ativ es. In fact, the Un ited 
States doesn 't g iv e away mu ch mon ey 
an y more, an d that is a major cau se of the 
problem. 


Priv ate ban ks hav e been len din g these 
cou n tries mon ey . Emma Rothschild, in a 
splen didly lu cid treatm en t of this su bject 
in the May 27th an d Ju n e 24th issu es of 
“The New York Rev iew of Books," n otes 
that 64 percen t of Chase M an hattan ’s 
profits last y ear came from its foreig n 
operation s. Thu s a defau lt by the debtor 
n ation s can hav e an immediate impact on 
u s here at home. Nor is defau lt ju st a 
theoretical possibility . In the past y ear 
Arg en tin a, Chile an d Zaire hav en ’t been 
able to make their mon thly pay men ts an d 
hav e had to ren eg otiate their oblig ation s 
ex actly as New York City . 
This isn ’t the first time American ban ks 
hav e len t mon ey to foreig n cou n tries on ly 
to learn they shou ld hav e fou n d better, 
more reliable borrowers. This happen ed 
almost reg u larly with a n u mber of Carib­ 
bean cou n tries arou n d the tu rn of the 
cen tu ry . W hat we u sed to do then was 
sen d the Marin es in , seize the cu stom 
hou ses an d collect the import du ties to 
satisfy the ban ks’ debts. 
Usin g the Marin es as a debt collection 
ag en cy has g on e ou t of sty le, at least 
temporarily . Moreov er, occu py in g a cou n ­ 
try the size of Arg en tin a or Zaire on 
behalf of the Ban k of America or some 
su ch has certain practical drawbacks. 
Ev en econ omic coercion has its limits. We 
can force debtor cou n tries to take the 
steps n ecessary to repay the loan s bu t we 
ru n the risk of in citin g mu tin y in the 
affected 
popu lation s. The screamin g s 
comin g from New York City wou ld be as 
n othin g compared to what mig ht happen 
abroad in those places where there is n o 
fat to cu t. 
The total amou n t of mon ey owin g to the 
ban ks of the rich n ation s doesn 't repre­ 
sen t a terrify in g fraction of their assets. 
Thsy cou ld write off a hig h percen tag e of 
these loan s withou t g ettin g in to seriou s 
trou ble ex cept for the way they len t the 
mon ey . Most of it is in a my steriou s 
cu rren cy kn own as Eu rodollars. 
Eu rodollars are debts an d credits ou t­ 
side the Un ited States for which some­ 
body cou ld theoretically deman d actu al 
g reen backs. There are also u n its of book­ 
keepin g cu rren cy called Eu romarks an d 
Eu ropy en ; that is, oblig ation s ou tside of 


West German y an d Japan that can be 
cashed in back home in Bon n or Toky o. 
The ru b is that n obody kn ows how 
mu ch Eu rodebt is floatin g arou n d the 
world. The complex ity of this in terlockin g 
debt stru ctu re makes the riddle of DNA 
look like the daily crossword pu zzle. 
Rothschild cites, “for ex ample a loan to 
a Tehran ban k prov ided by the Cay man 
Islan ds bran ch of the Crocker Nation al 
Ban k of San Fran cisco, three Du tch su b­ 
sidiaries of Japan ese compan ies an d six ­ 
teen other in stitu tion s.” In an other recen t 
deal the Lju blian ska Ban ka of Slov en ia, 
Yu g oslav ia, in con ju n ction with a New 
York in v estmen t firm, brou g ht forth a 
n ote issu e ex pressed in Ku waiti din ars, 
that is Eu rodin ars. Yes, y ou read it rig ht. 
Commu n ist n ation s play these capitalist 
ban kin g g ames, too. Cu ba an d North 
Korea are Eu rodollar borrowers. 
If the debt stru ctu re g oes down , the 
socialists may g o plop rig ht alon g with the 
capitalists. The difficu lty is that n obody 
kn ows how stron g or how weak all this 
wild len din g is. We don ’t hav e a v ery clear 
idea of how man y billion s are in v olv ed, 
althou g h ev ery body • ag rees it’s mu cho, 
molto, beau cou p de bu cks. 
If it seems impossible that the ban ks 
don ’t kn ow the amou n t of all the loan s

ou tstan din g , y ou mu st remember that 
ban ks, when left u n reg u lated, can create 
mon ey by the process of len din g the same 
dollar ov er an d ov er ag ain . T hat’s what’s 
happen ed. The orig in al real dollar u pon 
which the Eu rodollar specu lation is bu ilt 
has been passed arou n d amon g so man y 
ban ks an d re-len t so often , n obody is an y 
lon g er able to keep track of it. 


Heav y defau lts by Third World n ation s 
cou ld be the ev en t that mig ht cau se 
len ders to call in their loan s an d brin g the 
in tern ation al mon ey markets down . We 
hav e had so little ex perien ce with this sort 
of thin g we don ’t ev en kn ow how g ov ern ­ 
men t in terv en tion wou ld operate to stabi­ 
lize the mess. We don 't kn ow what effect 
this cou ld hav e on ou r domestic ban kin g 
sy stem. 
We do kn ow that if American ban kers 
were forced to play by the same ru les in 
their foreig n operation s that the law 
makes them play by at home, they cou ld 
n ev er hav e g otten in to this swamp. We 
don 't kn ow it y et, bu t we may soon learn 
that len din g mon ey to foreig n g ov ern ­ 
men ts is essen tially a foreig n policy fu n c­ 
tion that can ’t be tu rn ed ov er to priv ate 
ban kin g in stitu tion s withou t g reat risk 
an d hig h cost to tax pay ers here.

WASHINGTON - The Bu reau of In di­ 
an Affairs has treated the In dian s ao 
shamefu lly that it ou g ht to be abolished. 
This is the secret con clu sion of the Ameri­ 
can In dian Policy Rev iew Commission , 
which was established by Con g ress a y ear 
ag o to i n v e s t i g a t e t h e f e de r a l 
g ov ern men t’s misman ag emen t of In dian 
affairs. 
The in v estig ation g rew ou t of a series of 
dramatic ev en ts, which beg an in Nov em­ 
ber, 1972. As the v oters were g oin g to the 
polls, a coalition of In dian g rou ps arriv ed 
in Washin g ton to protest in n u merable 
an d timeless g riev an ces. 
They first occu pied, then v an dalized, 
then looted the bu ildin g hou sin g the BIA. 
They had discov ered hu n dreds of file 
cabin ets, which con tain ed docu men tary 
ev iden ce of the bu n g lin g , n eg lect an d 
betray al that hav e characterized the 
white m an ’s treatm en t of the In dian . 
An g rily , they spirited the ev iden ce ou t 
of Washin g ton . They later smu g g led the 
ev iden ce to u s, an d we wrote a series of 
colu mms. 
Then 
we 
presen ted 
the 
ev iden ce to Con g ress, testify in g how the 
In dian s had been sy stematically robbed 
of their lan d, timber, water an d min eral 
rig hts. Now the Rev iew Commission has 
con firmed the sordid facts. It is n ot 
schedu led to issu e a fin al report for 
sev eral mon ths, bu t its in terim fin din g s 
are detailed in a con fiden tial memo­ 
ran du m. 
The memo, written by the commission ’s 
director, Ern est Stev en s, to its chairman , 
Sen . Jan es Abou rezk, D.-S.D’, accu sed 
the BIA of mishan dlin g In dian mon ey , 
n eg lectin g their safety an d failin g to 
protect their property rig hts. 
The BIA sfood by in differen tly , the 
con mission charg es, ev en while kn own 
mobsters ripped off In dian lan d. Here are 
the details: 
The Commission collected ev iden ce 
that su bcon tracts to dev elop lan d on 
In dian reserv ation s in New Mex ico an d 
Arizon a were g ran ted to firms con trolled 
by "kn own u n derworld fig u res.” In on e 
case, a dev elopmen t corporation ap­ 
prov ed by the BIA han ded ou t su bcon ­ 
tracts to “on e of the major fig u res in 
org an ized crime lan d frau d operation s in 
the en tire Sou thwest," accordin g to sworn 
testimon y . 
Yet in credibly , In dian Affairs Com­ 
mission er Morris Thompson was u n ­ 
pertu rbed. He wrote that the tran saction 
had occu rred ov er three y ears ag o an d, 
therefore, that "the qu estion is n ow ap­ 
paren tly moot.” 
The Rev iew Con mission called for an 
in v estig ation of the BIA’s role as lan d 
tru stee an d “the BIA person n el respon ­ 
sible for approv al of property leases.” 
Ev en more in credibly , the commission 
cou ld fin d "n o federal ag en cy or au thority 
in possession of an accu rate assessmen t of 
the total federal bu dg et for In dian s.” The 
commission poin ted ou t, for ex ample, 
that the BIA’s bu dg et “ is n ot recon cil­ 
able” with the amou n t of mon ey allotted 
by the White Hou se’s bu dg et office. The 
BIA bu reau crats thou g ht their bu dg et for 
the cu rren t fiscal y ear was $9 18 million . 
Bu t at the White Hou se, the fig u re was 
listed as $9 27.7 million . 
“If $20 million is lost in n eg otiation s at 
the top," declares the memo, "there is n o 
tellin g what g ets lost on the way down .” 
The memo also cites the case of the 
in du strial park that was su pposed to be 
con stru cted on In dian lan d. Ten y ears 
ag o, the Papag o-Tu cson Dev elopmen t 
Corporation leased 8 0 acres for the de­ 
v elopmen t. Althou g h “sev eral hu n dred 
thou san d dollars" were in v ested in the 
project, the secret memo rev eals, “today 
the 8 0-acre tract is n othin g bu t weeds an d 
du st.” 
The Papag o In dian s hav e also lost 
"billion s of dollars in copper leases,” 
charg es 
the 
docu men t. 
In 
addition , 
“massiv e an ou n ts of federal fu n ds” hav e 
been wasted in other mean in g less an d 
frau du len t projects. 
The memo accu ses the BIA of in dif­ 
feren ce toward In dian abu se. The State of 
Oklahoma, for ex ample, alleg edly is “a 
hot bed of v iolen ce an d harassmen t” 
ag ain st In dian s. The report cites the 
dramatic in ciden t of an In dian boy who 
was arrested last Febru ary on breakin g - 
an d-en terin g charg es. A Btate men tal 
hospital ex amin ation rev ealed that the 
boy display ed n o su icidal ten den cies. Yet 
a mon th later, he was fou n d dead in his 
jail cell, han g in g by a belt which was n ot 
his own . 
On behalf of the family , the BIA relu c­ 
tan tly asked the FBI for help. The y ou th’s 
paren ts hav e y et to hear an other word 
fron either the BIA or FBI.

Bruner Leads U.S. Charge

MONTREAL (UPI) - His bald head 
beaming u nder the bright, artificial 
lights, swimmer Mik e Bru ner.sou nded 
the rally ing cry for the United States. 
"We re the best,” he screamed. “Hey , 
hey , USA, all the way . This is the 
greatest thing that cou ld hav e hap­ 
pened to u s. We’re gonna get ev ery one 
psy ched and get more medals than 
any one gav e u s credit for.” 
It was that k ind of day for the Ameri­ 
cans when politics almost gav e way to 
sports, and matching each of their 
heroic deeds with words to match, the 
United States has gotten off to a ru n­ 
ning, boastfu l start in the Oly mpic 
Games. 
The first day of activ ity began for the 
U.S. with a dev astating 106-8 6 v ictory 
ov er 
Eu ropean 
champion 
Italy 
in 
bask etball, which immediately brou ght 
words of concession from ev ery riv al 
coach ex cept Ru ssia's. 
Then, in the space of 15 minu tes 
du ring the ev ening, the Yank s re­ 
asserted their claim to world su premacy 
in swimming by setting two world re­ 
cords and earning three medals. And 
the sk y -high Bru ner, anticipating a 
telephone call from President Ford for 
being the first American gold medal 
winner, proclaimed, “We hav e a chance 
to get ev ery gold in ev ery men’s ev ent. 
The whole thing ju st freak ed me ou t.” 
Bru ner, who had his head shav ed six 
hou rs before his race, led a U.S. sweep 
in the 200-meter bu tterfly with his 
world record time of one minu te, 59 .23 
seconds. This came ju st 15 minu tes 
after 6-6 John Naber, with a fu ll head 
of blond hair, set a world mark of 56.19 
seconds in q u alify ing for tonight’s finals 
of the 100-meter back strok e. 
Before he got dressed, Naber watched 
the award ceremony for Bru ner, silv er 
medalist Stev e Gregg and bronze med­ 
alist Bill Forrester, and then y elled to 
a friend, "Hey , go ask Bru ner if that 


made the hair stand u p on his head.” 
For his own accomplishment, the ou t­ 
going Naber said, “I feel really good, 
bu t I’m not fooling my self. I hav en't 
won a gold medal y et. The record will 
go tomorrow (Monday ) night." 
The swimming su ccesses also in­ 
clu ded a silv er medal for the women’s 
400-meter relay team, and a perfect 6- 
for-6 adv ance by Americans into two 
final ev ents tonight, the men’s 100- 
meter back strok e and the women’s 100- 
meter freesty le. 
"This was a su per start for u s,” said 
Jack Nelson, coach of the women’s 
team. “After the poor start we had in 
197 2 (at Mu nich), I'm really v ery happy 
ou r girls hav e done as well as they 
hav e.” 
There were only two finals on the 
opening night swimming program, and 
both resu lted in world records. Shortly 
after Bru ner set his, the powerfu l East 
German women brok e their own mark 
for the 400-meter medley relay by more 
than six seconds in 4C07 .95. 
It was the first of what cou ld be a 
bu mper crop of gold medals for 17 -y ear- 
old Kornelia Ender, and the lithsome 
blonde is fav ored to pick u p her second 
in tonight’s 100-meter freesty le. This 
race also cou ld be the occasion for 
another blonde, Shirley Babashoff, to 
earn her second medal in as many 
nights after she receiv ed a silv er in the 
medley relay . 
The other swimming finals tonight are 
the men’s 100-meter back strok e, in 
which Naber is fav ored ov er East 
Germany ’s Roland M atthes, Ender’s 
fiance and the former world record 
holder; the women’s 200-meter bu tterf­ 
ly , which shou ld go to East Germany ; 
and the men’s 200-meter freesty le, 
where the U.S. cou ld accomplish anoth­ 
er 1-2-3 sweep with Naber, Stev e 
Fu rniss and Jim Montgomery . 
In addition to the fou r in swimming, 


there were three other gold medal 
ev ents schedu led for today , two in 
shooting and one in weightlifting. 
Althou gh the U.S. has play ed only 
one game in bask etball, the concessions 
came trick ling in following the awesome 
destru ction of Italy , which beat defend­ 
ing Oly mpic champion Ru ssia three 
week s ago and was considered to hav e 
a good chance for a medal. 
“I think only one team here has a shot 
at the gold medal,” commented Yu go­ 
slav ian Coach Mirk o Nov osel, "and 
that team is the United States. I hav e 
not seen the USA team, bu t I hav e seen 
their play ers and that is enou gh for 
me.” 
A dded C a na d ia n C oach Jac k 
Donohu e, who was Kareem Abdu l- 
Jabbar's high school coach in New 
York , “They are so intimidating. That 
was the most aggressiv e I’v e ev er seen 
them play . They forced the play on 
Italy . They scare y ou .” 
All bu t one of the 12 play ers on the 
U.S. roster scored, with Adrian Dantley 
notching 20 points, Mitch Ku pchak 19 
and Scott May 16. The Americans, who 
nex t play Pu erto Rico Tu esday , led by 
as many as 30 points. 
There were three other gold medals 
awarded Su nday . East Germany gained 
a second gold as Uwe Potteck set a 
world shooting record with 57 3 of a 
possible 600 points, and the Ru ssians 
also pick ed u p a pair of golds. They won 
the lOOk ilometer cy cling race in 2 hou rs, 
8 minu tes and 53 seconds and Alex ­ 
ander Voronin eq u aled his own com­ 
bined total world record of 533 
- 1 2 
pou nds to win the fly weight title in 
weightlifting. 
The latest scoreboard cou nt on the 
political front had 19 cou ntries either 
failing to appear or else boy cotting the 
Games ov er the presence here of New 
Zealand, whose ru gby team cu rrently is 
tou ring Sou th Africa.

Dav id Graham Refused to Fold 


HARRISON (UPI) — Dav id Graham 
was su pposed to fold. 
He was ex pected to shriv el u p and 
collapse in front of a national telev ision 
au dience while the golfing "Goliaths" lik e 
Johnny Miller, Tom Watson and Ben 
Crenshaw stomped him into the grou nd 
down the stretch and div ided the loot. 
After all, who was Dav id Graham any ­ 
way ? And what bu siness did he hav e 
leading the $300,000 Westchester Classic 
for three rou nds? 
Well, Dav id Graham, who had won only 
one tou rnament on the PGA circu it in six 
y ears, showed them all Su nday that when 
it came down to “nitty gritty " time he 
cou ld handle the pressu re better than any 
of them. 
Using his pu tter as a slingshot, little 
Dav id slew the big Goliaths in the final 
rou nd of the tou rnament by finishing with 
a 12-u nder-par 27 2 to win by three strok es 
and tak e home the biggest pay check of his 
career, $60,000. 
Graham's final rou nd of ev en par 7 1 was 
his worst of the fou r-day tou rnament, bu t 
it was all he needed becau se the gu y s who 
were su pposed to mak e a ru n at him nev er 
got going.

Watson shot a good last rou nd, a 66, bu t 
middle rou nds of 7 2 and 7 3 k illed his 
chances. 
As the big names faded in the distance, 
it became apparent that the only way 
Graham cou ld lose was to blow it himself. 
And that wasn’t to be becau se Graham 
had told himself that he was as good as 
any one ou t there, so why not prov e it? 
"Last night I thou ght abou t the ten­ 
sion,” the 30-y ear-old Au ssie admitted. "I 
said to my self ‘Why shou ld I feel tension? 
Why shou ld I feel nerv ou s? Why shou ld 
I feel scared?’ 
"I said to my self ‘You ’re doing what 
y ou ’re su pposed to be doing.’ I said ‘y ou 
came to play golf ju st lik e ev ery one else. 
You came with as good a chance as 
any body . So why shou ld y ou be ap­ 
prehensiv e?”’ 
Rather than play cau tiou sly , Graham 
attack ed the cou rse early and it paid off 
with birdies on the fou rth and fifth holes. 
He bogey ed the six th and eighth holes to 
finish the front nine in ev en-par 36, bu t 
he k new that if he matched par the rest 
of the way he wou ld be hard to catch. 
“I didn’t k now if I cou ld get (the lead) 
into the clu bhou se bu t nobody really 
made a ru n at me. I thou ght if I cou ld get 
throu gh 11 and 12 I’d be able to finish all 
right. Fortu nately it was windy again 
today and that k ept the scores down,” 
said Graham. 
As it tu rned ou t, the most seriou s 
challenges to Graham were made by two 
other relativ e u nk nowns, Mik e Wy nn and 
Fu zzy Zoeller. 
Wy nn, who said he wou ld q u it the 
circu it after this y ear u nless he cou ld 
break ev en financially , began the day fou r 
strok es behind and redu ced that margin 
to two midway throu gh the final rou nd. 
Bu t he cou ldn’t handle the pressu re on 
the back side and bogey ed fou r of the last 
sev en holes. 
Zoeller also closed to within two strok es 
of Graham by posting three straight 


birdies on the front nine, bu t he play ed 
the second side in only ev en par and saw 
his chances ev aporate on the 16th hole 
when he took a bogey fou r.

Reagan, Ford Seek More Delegates

"Love and insolation doesn’t 
mean anything," Carter told 
the overflowing class. "But 
love, if applied to other people, 
can change their lives for the 
better, through what I decribe 
as ‘simple justice' — fairness, 
equality, concern, compassion, 
redressing of grievances, 
elimination of inequality, rec­ 
ognizing the poor are the ones 
who suffer most, even in our 
society which is supposed to be 
fair.”

The information, Volpe said, 
pinpoints where the suspects 
were "on specific dates within 
the last year." 


In the hunt for the kid­ 
napers, authorities discovered 
the two vans used to haul the 
victims to their underground 
cavern prison were purchased 
at a military surplus firm. 
Madera County Sheriff Ed 
Bates said Sunday night the 
vans were purchased by the 
same man, using a fictitious 
name, in November at the 
Alameda County firm. A third 
one, he said, was bought at the 
same time by another using a 
phony name. 


All 
three were 
registered 
with the state Department of 
Motor Vehicles at Los Gatos 
last Wednesday, the sheriff 
said. 
Bates said the information 
resulted from a license number 
noted by the bus driver, Frank 
Ray, 55, and some of the older 
children. 


Bates said the owner of the 
company confirmed the sales 
and Alameda County sheriffs 
deputies were trying to contact 
the salesman who handled all 
three transactions. 
The youngsters were taken 
hostage by three men Thurs 
day as Ray was driving them 
home from summer school. 
The bus was hidden in a re­ 
mote, dry creekbed. 
The victims were placed in a 


buried trartor-trailer van in a 
rock quarry near Livermore, 
100 miles north of here. After 
16 hours, they managpd to dig 
themselves out. 
The victims said they saw 
only three men and their heads 
were covered with stockings 
They said the gunmen talked 
little and gave no inkling why 
they staged the kidnap. No 
ransom demands were made 
Ray himself underwent hyp 
nosis Sunday as investigators 
tried to obtain more details. 
Bates said he gave them the 
license number for one van 
this had been obtained earlier 
in questioning And, the sher 
iff said, he provided some 
digits for the second. 
A Los Angeles physicians 
placed Ray under hypnosis for 
25 minutes. Bates said, "W e 
didn't want to keep him under 
too long because this was an 
emotional 
thing 
that 
hap­ 
pened." 
The sheriff said hypnosis 
was not used on the children 
because only Ray made a “ de 
liberate effort" to notice de­ 
tails during the two-day or­ 
deal. 
Composite pictures of two of 
the suspects were distributed 
to all law enforcement agen­ 
cies in California and Nevada. 
Thev were drawn bv a sheriff s 


deputy with the aid of two of 
the children, Jeffrey Brown, 
10, and his 9-year-old sister, 
Jennifer. 
One showed a white man 
with short, dark hair, thick 
eyebrows, puffy eyelids and 
pimples. "He has kind of a pug 
nose that's wide — sort of 
flattened out as though bro­ 
ken," the Alameda County 
Sheriffs Department said. 
The suspect in the second 
sketch wore a hat. Jeffrey said 
he was "a scrawny little fellow 
with a pillow stuffed in hia 
shirt to tnake him look fat."

Esopus Flood Work To Start 


KINGSTON — Evacuation and con- 


struction of the longdelayed Esopus Flood 
Control Project in Kingston is imminent. 


The Army Corps of Engineers says work 


could begin this summer. 


After more than 10 years of prodding by 


local governmental officials 
including 


Rep. Hamilton Fish Jr., R-25th Dist., and 
Mayor Francis R. Koenig, the corps an- 
nounced the date of Aug. 16 has been set 
as the deadline for filing of any criticisms 
or protests about the project. 


But while Koenig believes it is im- 


perative the project be started this year, 
citing the havoc created in February by 
two days of thaw and rain along the flood 
plain, Legislator Richard D. Nace, R- 
Dist.5, will once again protest the plan 
unless the Town of Ulster is included in 
the project. 


The $2 million flood control project, 


authorized under the Flood Control Act, 
calls for 1,565 feet of levees and 910 feet 
of walls along the south bank of the 
Esopus Creek. 


The principle cause of the flooding is 


the inability of the existing channel to 
carry the rain and snow runoff at all 
times. 


The flood area consists of about 60 acres 


extending from Route 28, Washington 
Avenue, east to Chandler Drive and from 
the Penn Central Railroad to Esopus 
Creek. 


According to the corps, the one-sided 


dike project would increase the water 
level on the Town of Ulster side of the 
creek by two inches, considered by federal 
officials to be an insignificant amount. 


But Nace disagrees, feeling the increase 


could mean disaster to properties on the 
west side of the creek. 


Nace secured about 50 petitions last 


March from Ulster residents who want 
the town to be included in the project. 


The corps believes the objection invalid 


since is the corps policy to solve flood 
problems in one location at a time, 
according to Samuel T. Tosi, chief of the 
River Basin Section. He said the corps 
will study the situation further, if war- 
ranted. . 


Flood protection work will also include 


a ponding area, pumping station and 
drainage facilities. Trees and shrubs will 
be planted along the levees and floodwalls 
to beautify the setting of the project, 
according to Thomas C. Hunter Jr., dis- 
trict engineer New York District.

ending July 16 to $67.01. Kingston was 
the cheapest place to buy food in 
Ulster County.

Paltz-Rosendale, $66.94; Lloyd- 
Marlborough, $67.01; and Woodstock- 
Saugerties, $67.88, 2 per cent higher 
than Kingston's figure. 


The previous week's totals were 


$65.99 in Kingston and $67.01 across 
the county. 


The price of fresh produce was up 3 


per cent, while beverages and grain 
products rose 2 per cent.

Tombstone Find Puts 
McNeils in Spotlight 


TIVOLI — Thrust into the national 


spotlight by a Thomas Paine tombstone, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack F, McNeil are now 
beset by trampled grass, security worries 
and a sore throat from talking to re- 
porters. 


From about the time the Sunday Free- 


man hit the street with a story about the 
apparently 167-year-old tombstone the 
McNeils unearthed Saturday while dig- 
ging a septic system in the back yard, 
their phone has been busy. 


"It started ringing Sunday afternoon, 


was busy until 11 o'clock Sunday night, 
then started up again at 7 this morning. 
I'm getting a sore throat," said Mrs. 
McNeil, a school bus driver who was 
supposed to be enjoying a vacation this 
week. 


Her husband, a heavy equipment oper- 


ator for the state, did manage to go to 
work this morning, but he wasn't able to 
relax much Sunday in the onslaught of 
newspaper and broadcast reporters, some 
calling from as far away as California. 


Sometime today, an expert historian, 


the director of the Yesteryear Museum in 
Morristown, N.J., will arrive at the 
McNeils' four-acre spread to try to check 
the authenticity of the stone bearing the 
name of America's most famous Revolu- 
tionary War pamphleteer. 


One side of the seven-foot-long marble 


monument is inscribed with Paine's 
name, birth date and place, and the exact 
day of his death in New York in 1809. 
However, the other side is dedicated to 
John C. Lasher, who died 68 years later. 


Although many new questions now 


must be answered, Paine's burial place 
has been a mystery ever since 1819 when 
his body reportedly was lost while being 
moved from his New Rochelle farm to his 
native England. 


"When we brushed off the dirt and I 


read the name, I said, 'Oh no, not THE 
Thomas Paine.' But my daughter got out 
the encyclopedia , and all the dates 
matched," Mrs. McNeil said. 


After the discovery, the McNeils cor- 


doned off the stone with their family 
vehicles and several of their German 
shepherd dogs. The family slept fitfully 
Sunday night, half expecting to be awak- 
ened by the dogs barking at intruders. 


"The man from the museum said he has 


the only kno^jp monument of Thomas 
Paine in the world, and he advised us to 
lock ours up.

Group Wants to Buy Catskill Line 
Railroad Could Be Saved 


KINGSTON — The latest strategy to 


save the picturesque Catskill Mountain 
Branch Railroad is to "buy it by default" 
and run it locally after federal subsidies 
run out next month. 


"In a way, I'm glad to see this coming 


to a head because I'm opposed to the 
present system of subsidized operation," 
said Earl Pardini, president of Catskill 
Mountain Transportation 
Corp. 


(CMTC), a group trying for the past three 
years to rescue the 83-mile line from 
Kingston to Bloomville. 


With a local, non-union crew, more 


efficient management and increased tour- 
ist trade, there is a "very definite possi- 
bility" the line can survive, Pardini said. 


Penn Central Railroad now operates the 


branch with the help of a $404,421 federal 
subsidy, but that money runs out Aug. 31. 
State transportation authorities last week 
announced they won't recommend put- 
ting more subsidies into the line. 


"When operations cease or sometime 


very shortly after that, Penn Central is 
going to have to sell that branch. I think 
we can buy it by default," Pardini said. 


"One thing is sure. Nobody else is going 


to be around to buy it." 


Disappointed that the state seems to be 


bowing out of the picture, Pardini held 
Penn Central chiefly responsible for what 
he called a subsidy "ripoff." 


With crews imported from as far away 


as New Jersey, with union "feather- 
bedding" on repair jobs and with 
apathetic management, the line's opera- 
tion has been "intentionally depleted to 
a disgusting level," Pardini said. 


At one time, CMTC had informally 


negotiated the buying price of the line 
down to $850,000, but then the federal 
Conrail (consolidated railroad) system 


was instituted, the Catskill branch wab 
shuffled out, and Penn Central put a $5 
million price tag on it, a move Pardini 
saw as a desperation attempt to recoup 
heavy losses. 


For tax purposes in the towns through 


which it runs, the line is valued some- 
where around $2.6 million. 


Although the line last year ran 575 


carloads, mostly one-way freight feed 
hauls to dairy farmers, CMTC at one time 
had signed commitments from agricultur- 
al and other users that would have 
pushed the annual traffic up to 1,700 
carloads a year. 


Also at one time, there were promises 


of federal "discretionary" funds to match 
any local or state pledges to buoy up the 
line, but the state now has said that the 
discretionary fund plan has been 
scrapped on the federal level. 


"It's all crazy," Pardini said. "It's all a 


matter of whose hand you shake in Wash- 
ington. It makes me sick." 


Although there are federal subsidies 


available for rail lines with social and 
environmental importance, the Catskill 
branch hasn't been put in that category 
by federal and state authorities, a de- 
cision that Pardini disputes. 


Although the line weaves within yards 


of heavily traveled Rt. 28, the Catskill 
railroad passenger gets a "very serene, 
beautiful feeling that you don't get any 
other place. It's like taking a journey into 
the past." Pardini said. 


With a surplus locomotive or two, with 


additional freight customers like timber 
industries needing low-cost transporta- 
tion of bulk wood chips, and with extra 
tourist business, possibly weekend ex- 
cursions from New York City, the Catskill 
Mountain Branch could be a viable oper- 
ation, Pardini said.

In a year when labor con- 


tracts covering more than 4' j 
million workers are being 
worked out, the UAW-auto 


company talks are the largest 
and may be the most peaceful, 
observers say. 


"There just doesn't seem to 


be the mood for any major 
walkout," one veteran labor 
observer said. "But all that 
could change by the time the 
strike deadline of midnight, 
Sept. 14, approaches." 


In each of the past three 


negotiating sessions, the UAW 
has called strikes to back its 
demands — 68 days against 
Ford in 1967, 67 days against 
General Motors in 1970 and 
nine days at Chrysler in 1973. 


Key issues appear to be job 


security, an all-encompassing 
term the union is using to label 
its demands for job protection 
for present workers and crea- 
tion of more jobs; improved 
unemployment benefits to 
cushion workers during 
layoffs; health care costs, an 
industry demand that auto 
workers share in the rapidh 
escalating costs; and improved 
pensions.

but the defenders managed to 
hang on through another day 
of concentrated attacks

Nicholas Von HOffman 
International Default Looming? 


WASHINGTON - Do we have an in- 


ternational version of the New York City 
default situation in the making? 


The poorest countries, the non-oil ex- 


porting nations of the Third World, are 
$100 billion in debt with much of it 
coming due between now and 1980. In- 
terest and repayment 
on principle 


amounts to 15 percent of all the money 
the countries earn from their exports. 
They might be able to handle such steep 
payments except that not only the oil 
they buy but the manufactured goods and 
food they import have jumped in price 
while the raw material commodities they 
export have collapsed in value. 


You aren't being set up here for a 


bleeding heart pitch to give more money 
to the lazy natives. In fact, the United 
States doesn't give away much money 
any more, and that is a major cause of the 
problem. 


Private banks have been lending these 


countries money. Emma Rothschild, in a 
splendidly lucid treatment of this subject 
in the May 27th and June 24th issues of 
"The New York Review of Books," notes 
that 64 percent of Chase Manhattan's 
profits last year came from its foreign 
operations. Thus a default by the debtor 
nations can have an immediate impact on 
us here at home. Nor is default just a 
theoretical possibility. In the past year 
Argentina, Chile and Zaire haven't been 
able to make their monthly payments and 
have had to renegotiate their obligations 
exactly as New York City. 


This isn't the first time American banks 


have lent money to foreign countries only 
to learn they should have found better, 
more reliable borrowers. This happened 
almost regularly with a number of Carib- 
bean countries around the turn of the 
century. What we used to do then was 
send the Marines in, seize the custom 
houses and collect the import duties to 
satisfy the banks' debts. 


Using the Marines as a debt collection 


agency has gone out of style, at least 
temporarily. Moreover, occupying a coun- 
try the size of Argentina or Zaire on 
behalf of the Bank of America or some 
such has certain practical drawbacks. 
Even economic coercion has its limits. We 
can force debtor countries to take the 
steps necessary to repay the loans but we 
run the risk of inciting mutiny in the 
affected populations. The screamings 
coming from New York City would be as 
nothing compared to what might happen 
abroad in those places where there is no 
fat to cut. 


The total amount of money owing to the 


banks of the rich nations doesn't repre- 
sent a terrifying fraction of their assets. 
Thsy could write off a high percentage of 
these loans without getting into serious 
trouble except for the way they lent the 
money. Most of it is in a mysterious 
currency known as Eurodollars. 


Eurodollars are debts and credits out- 


side the United States for which some- 
body could theoretically demand actual 
greenbacks. There are also units of book- 
keeping currency called Euromarks and 
Europyen; that is, obligations outside oi 


West Germany and Japan that can be 
cashed in back home in Bonn or Tokyo. 


The rub is that nobody knows how 


much Eurodebt is floating around the 
world. The complexity of this interlocking 
debt structure makes the riddle of DNA 
look like the daily crossword puzzle. 
Rothschild cites, "for example a loan to 
a Tehran bank provided by the Cayman 
Islands branch of the Crocker National 
Bank of San Francisco, three Dutch sub- 
sidiaries of Japanese companies and six- 
teen other institutions." In another recent 
deal the Ljublianska Banka of Slovenia, 
Yugoslavia, in conjunction with a New 
York investment firm, brought forth a 
note issue expressed in Kuwaiti dinars, 
that is Eurodinars. Yes, you read it right, 
Communist nations play these capitalist 
banking games, too. Cuba and North 
Korea are Eurodollar borrowers. 


If the debt structure goes down, the 


socialists may go plop right along with the 
capitalists. The difficulty is that nobody 
knows how strong or how weak all this 
wild lending is. We don't have a very clear 
idea of how many billionb are involved, 
although everybody -agrees it's mucho, 
molto, beaucoup de bucks. 


If it seems impossible that the banks 


don't know the amount of all the loans

outstanding, you must remember that 
banks, when left unregulated, can create 
money by the process of lending the same 
dollar over and over again. That's what's 
happened. The original real dollar upon 
which the Eurodollar speculation is built 
has been passed around among so many 
banks and re-lent so often, nobody is an> 
longer able to keep track of it. 


Heavy defaults by Third World nations 


could be the event that might cause 
lenders to call in their loans and bring the 
international money markets down. We 
have had so little experience with this sort 
of thing we don't even know how govern- 
ment intervention would operate to stabi- 
lize the mess. We don't know what effect 
this could have on our domestic banking 
system. 


We do know that if American bankers 


were forced to play by the same rules in 
their foreign operations that the law 
makes them play by at home, they could 
never have gotten into this swamp. We 
don't know it yet, but we may soon learn 
that lending money to foreign govern- 
ments is essentially a foreign policy func- 
tion that can't be turned over to private 
banking institutions without great risk 
and high cost to taxpayers here.

Abolish The 
Indian 
Bureau 


WASHINGTON — The Bureau of Indi- 


an Affairs has treated the Indians so 
shamefully that it ought to be abolished. 
This is the secret conclusion of the Ameri- 
can Indian Policy Review Commission, 
which was established by Congress a year 
ago to investigate the federal 
government's mismanagement of Indian • 
affairs. 
< 


The investigation grew out of a series of 


dramatic events, which began in Novem- 
ber, 1972. As the voters were going to the 
polls, a coalition of Indian groups arrived 
m Washington to protest innumerable 
and timeless grievances. 


They first occupied, then vandalized, 


then looted the building housing the BIA. 
They had discovered hundreds of file 
cabinets, which contained documentary 
evidence of the bungling, neglect and 
betrayal that have characterized the 
white man's treatment of the Indian. 


Angrily, they spirited the evidence out 


of Washington. They later smuggled the 
evidence to us, and we wrote a series of 
columms. 
Then 
we presented 
the 


evidence to Congress, testifying how the 
Indians had been systematically robbed 
of their land, timber, water and mineral 
rights. Now the Review Commission has 
confirmed the sordid facts. It is not 
scheduled to issue a final report for 
several months, but its interim findings 
are detailed in a confidential memo- 
randum. 


The memo, written by the commission's 


director, Ernest Stevens, to its chairman, 
Sen. Janes Abourezk, D.-S.D', accused 
the BIA of mishandling Indian money, 
neglecting their safety and failing to 
protect their property rights. 


The BIA stood by indifferently, the 


conmission charges, even while known 
mobsters ripped off Indian land. Here are 
the details: 


The Commission collected evidence 


that subcontracts to develop land on 
Indian reservations in New Mexico and 
Arizona were granted to firms controlled 
by "known underworld figures." In one 
case, a development corporation ap- 
proved by the BIA handed out subcon- 
tracts to "one of the major figures in - 
organized crime land fraud operations in 
the entire Southwest," according to sworn 
testimony. 


Yet incredibly, Indian Affairs Com- 


missioner Morris Thompson was un- 
perturbed. He wrote that the transaction 
had occurred over three years ago and, 
therefore, that "the question is now ap- 
parently moot." 


The Review Conmission called for an 


investigation of the BIA's role as land 
trustee and "the BIA personnel respon- 
sible for approval of property leases." 


Even more incredibly, the commission 


could find "no federal agency or authority 
in possession of an accurate assessment of 
the total federal budget for Indians." The 
commission pointed out, for example, 
that the BIA's budget "is not reconcil- 
able" with the amount of money allotted 
by the White House's budget office. The 
BIA bureaucrats thought their budget for ! 
the current fiscal year was $918 million. 
But at the White House, the figure was 
listed as S927.7 million. 


"If $20 million is lost in negotiations at 
) 


the top," declares the memo, "there is no 
telling what gets lost on the way down." 


The memo also cites the case of the ' 


industrial park that was supposed to be 
constructed on Indian land. Ten years 
ago, the Papago-Tucson Development 
Corporation leased 80 acres for the de- 
velopment. Although "several hundred 
thousand dollars" were invested in the 
project, the secret memo reveals, "today 
the 80-acre tract is nothing but weeds and 
dust." 


The Papago Indians have also lost 


"billions of dollars in copper leases," 
charges the document. In addition, 
"massive anounts of federal funds" have 
been wasted in other meaningless and 
fraudulent projects. 


The memo accuses the BIA of indif- 


ference toward Indian abuse. The State of 
Oklahoma, for example, allegedly is "a 
hot bed of violence and harassment" 
against Indians. The report cites the- 
dramatic incident of an Indian boy who 
was arrested last February on breaking- 
and-entering charges. A state mental 
hospital examination revealed that the 
boy displayed no suicidal tendencies. Yet , 
a month later, he was found dead in his 
jail cell, hanging by a belt which was not 
his own. 


On behalf of the family, the BIA reluc- 


tantly asked the FBI for help. The youth's 
parents have yet to hear another word 
fron either the BIA or FBI.

MONTREAL (UPI) - His bald head 


beaming under the bright, artificial 
lights, swimmer Mike Bruner.sounded 
the rallying cry for the United States. 


"We're the best," he screamed. "Hey, 


he>, USA, all the way This is the 
greatest thing that could have hap- 
pened to uf We're gonna get everyone 
psvched and get more medals than 
anvone ga\e us credit for." 


It was that kind of day for the Ameri- 


cans when politics almost gave way to 
sports, and matching each of their 
heroic deeds with words to match, the 
Lmted States has gotten off to a run- 
ning, boastful start in the Olympic 
Games 


The first dav of activity began for the 


I' S with a devastating 106-86 victory 
over 
European champion Italy in 


basketball, which immediately brought 
words of concession from every rival 
coach except Russia's 


Then, in the space of 15 minutes 


during the evening, the Yanks re- 
asserted their claim to world supremacy 
in swimming by setting two world re- 
cords and earning three medals. And 
the skvhigh Bruner, anticipating a 
telephone call from President Ford for 
being the first American gold medal 
winner, proclaimed, "We have a chance 
to get every gold in every men's event. 
The whole thing just freaked me out." 


Bruner, who had his head shaved six 


nours before his race, led a U.S. sweep 
in the 200-meter butterfly with his 
world record time of one minute, 59.23 
seconds. This came just 15 minutes 
after 6-6 John Naber, with a full head 
of blond hair, set a world mark of 56.19 
seconds in qualifying for tonight's finals 
ol the 100-meter backstroke. 


Before he got dressed, Naber watched 


the award ceremony for Bruner, silver 
medalist Steve Gregg and bronze med- 
alist Bill Forrester, and then yelled to 
a friend, "Hey, go ask Bruner if that 


made the hair stand up on his head." 


For his own accomplishment, the out- 


going Naber said, "I fee! really good, 
but I'm not fooling myself. I haven't 
won a gold medal yet. The record will 
go tomorrow (Monday) night." 


The swimming successes also in- 


cluded a silver medal for the women's 
400-meter relay team, and a perfect 6- 
for-6 advance by Americans into two 
final events tonight, the men's 100- 
meter backstroke and the women's 100- 
meter freestyle. 


"This was a super start for us," said 


Jack Nelson, coach of the women's 
team. "After the poor start we had in 
1972 (at Munich), I'm really very happy 
our girls have done as well as they 
have." 


There were only two finals on the 


opening night swimming program, and 
both resulted in world records. Shortly 
after Bruner set his, the powerful East 
German women broke their own mark 
for the 400-meter medley relay by more 
than six seconds in 4c07.95 


It was the first of what could be a 


bumper crop of gold medals for 17-year- 
old Kornelia Ender, and the lithsome 
blonde is favored to pick up her second 
in tonight's 100-meter freestyle. This 
race also could be the occasion for 
another blonde, Shirley Babashoff, to 
earn her second medal in as many 
nights after she received a silver in the 
medley relay. 


The other swimming finals tonight are 


the men's 100-meter backstroke, in 
which Naber is favored over East 
Germany's Roland Matthes, Ender's 
fiance and the former world record 
holder; the women's 200-meter butterf- 
ly, which should go to East Germany; 
and_ the men's 2_00-meter freestyle, 
where the U.S. could accomplish anoth- 
er 1-2-3 sweep with Naber, Steve 
Furniss and Jim Montgomery. 


In addition to the four in swimming, 


there were three other gold medal 
events scheduled for today, two in 
shooting and one in weighthfting. 


Although the U.S. has played only 


one game in basketball, the concessions 
came trickling in following the awesome 
destruction of Italy, which beat defend- 
ing Olympic champion Russia three 
weeks ago and was considered to have 
a good chance for a medal. 


"I think only one team here has a shot 


at the gold medal," commented Yugo- 
slavian Coach Mirko No^osel, "and 
that team is the United States. I have 
not seen the USA team, but I have seen 
their players and that is enough for 
me." 


Added Canadian Coach Jack 


Donohue, who was Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar's high school coach in New 
York, "They are so intimidating. That 
was the most aggressive I've ever seen 
them play. They forced the play on 
Italy. They scare you." 


All but one of the 12 players on the 


U.S. roster scored, with Adrian Dantley 
notching 20 points, Mitch Kupchak 19 
and Scott May 16. The Americans, who 
next play Puerto Rico Tuesday, led by 
as many as 30 points. 


There were three other gold medals 


awarded Sunday. East Germany gained 
a second gold as Uwe Potteck set a 
world shooting record with 573 of a 
possible 600 points, and the Russians 
also picked up a pair of golds. They won 
the lOOkilometer cycling race in 2 hours, 
8 minutes and 53 seconds and Alex- 
ander Voronin equaled his own com- 
bined total world record of 533- '/2 
pounds to win the flyweight title in 
weighthfting.

Ronald Reagan and Gerald 
Ford will search for that 
elusive flashpoint of support 
that could end their increas- 
ingly bitter struggle for the 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nation and allow the fulltime 
pursuit of Jimmy Carter and 
his unified Democratic party. 


With the Aug. 16 GOP con- 


vention nearing, UPI's count 
showed President Ford has 
1,098 delegates pledged or 
leaning to him while 1,062 
were committed or leaning to 
Reagan. There are 99 uncom- 
mitted votes. 


It is unquestionably from 


that pile of delegates that a 
victory for Ford or Reagan will 
emerge. Both men could boast 
of productive delegate 
harvests during last weekend 


as a wedge for more support. 


The President drew to 


within 32 votes of the 1,130 
needed for nomination in Kan- 
sas City by sweeping all 35 of 
Connecticut's delegates. But 
the windfall was tempered by 
Reagan's 20-0 shutout of Ford 
among Utah delegates on the 
same day. 


While the Republicans were 


jockeying for position, Carter, 
the Democratic nominee, had 
a quiet time at home in Plains, 
Ga., stopping to teach a Sun- 
day school class, and relaxing 
for the most part. 


The 51-year-old former 


Georgia governor has no public 
appearances set until Thurs- 
day when he goes to New York 
for the day. 


At the Sunday school class, 


Carter repeated his theme of 
love meaning simple justice. 


"Love and insolation doesn't 


mean anything," Carter told 
the overflowing class. "But 
love, if applied to other people, 
can change their lives for the 
better, through what I decribe 
as 'simple justice' — fairness, 
equality, concern, compassion, 
redressing of grievances, 
elimination of inequality, rec- 
ognizing the poor are the ones 
who suffer most, even m our 
society which is supposed to be 
fair." 


Carter's campaign treasurer, 


Robert Lipshutz, said 
the 


campaign would live within 
the $21.8 million in federal 
funds allocated to him.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) 


— Viking 1's three-legged 
lander was awakened from hi- 
bernation in orbit

Mars and tested early today to 
make sure it was ready to land 
Tuesday morning in a desert 
basin on the planet. 


One system after another 


was turned on, tested and then 
turned off by radio signals sent 
214 million miles from Earth 
to Mars by engineers at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory's con- 
trol center. 


Except for its twin com- 


puters and a tape recorder, the 
lander's electronic parts had 
been dormant since November 
when they were checked fol- 
lowing launch from Cape Ca- 
naveral, Fla. 


Engineers also ran through 


the instruments designed to 
conduct the first search for life 
on Mars, examine its soil, 
monitor its weather and listen 
for marsquakes.

passed. The students are back 
to normal now. 


"They've learned that they 


can best achieve their aims by 
working in the system ... The 
times are changing." 


Hunolt said he once featured 


all the revolutionary posters. 


Now, he said, the young peo- 


ple want maps of the fan- 
tastical countries described in 
the books of J.R.R. Tolkien, 


such as "Lord of the Rings,1' 
and pictures of Tarzan. The 
latter is a hot item among fans 
of Edgar Rice Burroughs. 


Tern Gall, poster manager 


for the California Book Co., 
said the biggest sellers were 
advertising posters from the 
early decades of the century, 
among them one boasting of 
the attractions at the 1904 
World's Fair in St. Louis. 


"The whales are going like

ists because of the geologic 
makeup of the area. The basin 
is crisscrossed by what appear 
to be volcanic ridges. Pictures 
suggest highlands to the_west 
have dried up river beds lead- 
ing downslope. 


The reasoning is that the 


highlands consist of igneous 
rock with a large variety of 
minerals. If great floods of 
water cut through those up- 
lands, then some of these min- 
erals would have been washed 
downstream and trapped by 
the ridges. 


If Viking 1 landed upstream 


of such a ridge, it might dis- 
cover gold.

Sunday night that, names and 
photographs of the two sus- 
pects could be obtained within 
48 hours based on information 
given detectives by a Sonora, 
Calif., man. 


The information, Volpe said, 


pinpoints where the suspects 
were "on specific dates within 
the last year." 


In the hunt for the kid- 


napers, authorities discovered 
the two vans used to haul the 
victims to their underground 
cavern prison were purchased 
at a military surplus firm. 


Madera County Sheriff Ed 


Bates said Sunday night the 
vans were purchased by the 
same man, using a fictitious 
name, in November at the 
Alameda County firm. A third 
one, he said, was bought at the 
same time by another using a 
phony name. 


All three were registered 


with the state Department of 
Motor Vehicles at Los Gatos . 
last Wednesday, the sheriff 
said. 


Bates said the information 


resulted from a license number 
noted by the bus driver, Frank 
Ray, 55, and some of the older 
children. 
I 


Bates said the owner of the 


company confirmed the sales 
and Alameda County sheriffs 
deputies were trying to contact 
the salesman who handled all 
three transactions. 


The youngsters were taken . 


hostage by three men Thurs- 
day as Ray was driving them 
home from summer school. 
The bus was hidden in a re- 
mote, dry creekbed. 


The victims were placed in a 


buried tractor-trailer van in a 
rock quarry near Livermore, 
100 miles north of here. After 
16 hours, tiiey managed to dig 
themselves out. 


The victims said they saw 


only three men and their heads 
were covered with stockings. 
They said the gunmen talked 
little and gave no inkling why 
they staged th.e kidnap. No 
ransom demands were made. 


Ray himself underwent hyp- 


nosis Sunday as investigators 
tried to obtain more details. 
Bates said he gave them the 
license number for one van — 
this had been obtained earlier 
in questioning. And, the sher- 
iff said, he provided some 
digits for the second. 


A Los Angeles physicians 


placed Ray under hypnosis for 
25 minutes. Bates said, "We 
didn't want to keep him under 
too long because this was an 
emotional thing that hap- 
pened " 


The sheriff said hypnosis 


was not used on the children 
because only Ray made a "de- 
liberate effort" to notice de- 
tails during the two-day or- 
deal. 


Composite pictures of two of 


the suspects were distributed 
to all law enforcement agen- 
cies m California and Nevada. 
They were drawn by a sheriffs 


deputy with the aid of two of 
the children, Jeffrey Brown, 
10, and his 9-year-old sister, 
Jennifer. 


One showed a white man 


with short, dark hair, thick 
eyebrows, puffy eyelids and 
pimples. "He has kind of a pug ' 
nose that's wide — sort of , 
flattened out as though bro- 
ken," the Alameda County 
Sheriffs Department said. 


The suspect in the second 


sketch wore a hat. Jeffrey said", 
he was "a scrawny little fellow 
with a pillow stuffed in his 
shirt to make him look fat." " 


There was no composite on. 


the third suspect. Bates said 
there possibly could be a 
fourth one.
